Another Spanish prisoner died Satur- 


day morning, making the 28th to suc- 
cumb to fever. This latest victim was 
an idiot, who has been previously re 
ferred to, as the patient who refused to 
take medicine administered by the 
nurses and whom it was necessary to 
feed through the nostrils. As soon as 
he died the Spanish surgeons performed 
a postmortem on the body. The condi- 
tions were the same as in those who died 
before him, showing exhaustion of the 
entire system. He was given burial in 
the afternoon with military honors. 


Only two serious eases of illness are 


reported today. The remainder of the 
patients are doing finely and about all 
are able to make their own beds and 
bathe themselves. Dr. Pearsons feels 
highly gratified when be thinks of the 
wonderful improvement which is daily 
noticed among his charges. 


At camp Long the men are doing 


finely, aud are making the most of their 
prison life. The fire drill has become 
an important feature of prison life and 
is watched with interest by all. Upon 
the call of the bugle for drill all the 
prisoners with the exception of the sick 
are supposed to leave their quarters and 
gather in front of the mess hall.

charge, there being the bucket, pump 
and hose gangs. This drill is held dai- 
ly and each day sees wonderful interest 
taken in it.

Baxter had 
charge of the marine barracks. Among 
the marines who anticipate being raised 
from the rank of private to that of cor- 
poral is private McNiel, one of the 
Brooklyn's crow. It was ho who in the 
thickest of the fight "when showers of 
hot steel were being poured into the 
Brooklyn" crawled out on the muzzle of 
a six pounder and with a rammer in 
hand removed a projectile which had 
become stuck iu the bore of the gun.

Are Loo Likely to Swarm U They 
Have Plenty of Storage Room. 


Excessive swarming ia always the re- 


•alt of a, good honey season if the bees 
are allowed the privilege of ruuuiug 
tilings to suit themselves. Bees should 
not be allowed to swarm more than once 
to each colony, and after the first swarm 
comes off the quuen cells should all bu 
removed from the parent hiv« ej-cept 
one, which should be left to supply the 
hive with a queen. 


The first swarm that Issues from the 


hive is a profitable one, as it contains 
the old queen, and she, being a laying 
queen, is ready to lay'eggs, and brood 
rearing begins as soon as they uro hu ed 
and have some comb to commence work 
on. All after swarms that issue contain 
young, unfertile queens and will not be 
ready to lay for a week or more after 
being hived even il successful -of f erti- 
liaation, and as a large per cent fail or 
in aome way become lost such swarms 
are very uncertain of any value. After 
(warms also weaken the parent stock to 
«uch an extent that they often prove of 
bat little value. Excessive swarming 
will also result in no surplus honey aud 
•very frequently in not having a suffi- 
cient amount of stores to live on. 


First swarms often fill up their hive 


in a short time and swarm again. These 
are the same as other first swarms and 
contain the old queen, being her second 
time of swarming iu the same season. 
She leaves her hive in the same condi- 
tion as the one she formerly left, hav- 
ing queen cells, and second swarms may 
issue if the cells are left to mature. The 
amount of storage room given a colony 
bas much to do in governing swarms, 


, and if the bees are kept confined in the 
- brood chamber of hive exclusively they 
•will swarm more readily than if they 
hare unlimited room to store honey. 
Some races of bees are more inclined to 
•warm than others, and even some colo- 
•!M of the sune race are also more in- 
clined to swarm than other colonies. 
Tbe Italian bees swarm more than the 
native black bees, and still other varie- 


, ttea are more persistent in this respect. 
• Tbe Cyprian bees are inveterate swarm- 


«n and will frequently swann with 
•oarcelr any honey in the hive, says A. 
H. Duff in Kansas Farmer in presenting 
the information here given.

It will be impossible for the Spanish 


Transatlantic Steamship company to 
live up to its contract for transporting 
the Spanish prisoners from Santiago to 
Spain. 


Secretary Alger and Colonel F. il. 


Hacker, who signed the contract on be- 
half of the war department, have been 
reticent as to the terms of the document, 
and have repeatedly declined to make It 
public. 
On July 21, the day on which 


the contract was signed, Colonel Hecker 
said that it required the steamship com- 
pany to have five ships at Santiago in 
nine days, or by July 30, and two more 
in eight days thereafter, or by Aug. 1. 
He would not allow the contract to be 
seen, but he wrote memorandum giving 
this information. Last night he still de- 
clined to allow the contract to be seen, 
but he dictated to his stenographer this 
extract from the document: 


" J. M. Celkibos & Co. of New York, 


representing the Transatlantic com; 
party, will have at Santiago de Cuba 
within 17 days from Inks date, that Is to 
say, on or before the Hh day of August, 
steam vessels with a total capacity for 
the conveyance of at least 10,000 prison- 
ers. In conformity with the stipulations 
of the contract, and ready to take them 
on board and proceed immediately to 
Spain, and the remaining vessels In 
number and capacity as the secretary 
of war may notify the company within 
21 days from the date of such notice. 


"The secretary »' war notilied the 


company on July 26 to provide trans- 
porlatk^v for 
GOOD additional prisoners. 


and on July 27 notified them to have 
transportation ready for an additional 
6000 prisoners, making In.all 12,000." 


Colonel Hecker was asked if this was 


the form in which the contract was 
originally drawn, and he said it was. 
He said it could not have been drawn 
otherwise, for tho ships could not have 
reached Santiago by July 30. 


Kven under the terms of the contract. 


as now stated by Colonel Hecker, it will 
be impossible for the Transatlantic com- 
pany to carry nut its agreement, as the 
oftieial statement given out by the war 
department yesterday shows that only 
uiie ship. Instead of seven, is due to 
reach Santiago by Aug. 7. Another is 
due Aug. 9, another Aug. 12. two more 
Aug. 13, and three Aug. 14, so that it will 
not be until Aug 14, or just a week be- 
hind their contract time, according to 
Colonel Hccker's latest statement, when 
the company wilj have the needed ves- 
sels at Santiago.

times. Commodore Schley treated the 
men with great consideration, and he Is, 
in my opinion, the greatest naval officer 
In the Cuban war.

Admiral Sampson, on board the 


New York, came along and' ordered the 
boat to stop. Vice Admiral Cervera pos- 
itively refused to surrender to Sampson, 
lemarking that he would only surrender 
to the man who had given him such a 
grand light, meaning Schley.

Spanish vice admiral wag then 


taken to the Brooklyn, and was received 
bfr Schley, to whom he surrendered. At 
this time the Resolute came up and an-

I managed to hold myself 
up and got hold of Green and his wife, 
but I could not see my wife or any of 
the children. We were all thrown out 
like a shot and tbe little ones were 
many yards away in an instant, but I 
managed to catch hold of Mrs. Green's 
dress." 


The poor heart broken father could 


say no more, and Green and his wife 
are prostrated with grief. 


The names of the dead and their ages 


are as follows: Mrs. Margarel 6eiger, 
aged twenty-seven years; Mary Geiger, 
aged eight yeara; Lizzie Geiger, aged 
six years; Henry Green, a cripple, aged 
eight years; and Florence, aged four 
years.

To the Hcr/ild 'man he related the 


heart rending details of one of the worst 
accidents that has happened in this 
vicinity for a number of years. Said he: 


"I was sitting in my house reading at 


about eight o'clock in the evening when 
I heard some one screaming but thought 
it was some of the bicyclists, as they 
mxke considerable noise when passing 
o?er the bridge shouting to each other- 
t noticed that the sound did not pass 
off but remained about the same dis- 
tance, that is it did not grow faint, so 1 
rushed out to the bridge and I heard 
the cries which apparently came from 
the water. The tide itself as it rushes 
through the bridge makes a loud noise 
ind it was hard to locate tho sound. J 
finally discovered a man's head above 
the water near the center of the bridge 
on the Great Bay side. He was hang 
ing to a girdeKand was shouting: 'For 
God's sake, get me a rope.' I sang

It was a sad hour for Walfang Geiger, 


and the most pitiful part of the story is 
that Green invited the members pi 
Geiger's family to accompany him and 


family in a rowboat to Fox point to 


snrpriie Ueiger, who it appears was the 
only one of the eight in tbe boat who 
bad attended the picnic. When Greon 
rowed np in tho boat with his precious 
load of human freight, the lovely chil- 
dren and all that Geiger poseeessed in 
the world, his happy family, he won in 
deed happy to nee them and he thanked 
Green and stepped into tbe boat to 
journey with thorn to their home* bore. 


The body of Mrs. Geiger was found 


floating in the river this morning not 
more than one hundred yards from the 
scene of the awful accident. 
The body 


was towed ashore and word sent to this 
city. Coroner E. B. Prime was called 
and khe remains were brought here by 
Undertaker H. W. Niokereon and pre- 
pared for burial. 
Up to 2 o'clock this 


afternoon none of the other bodies had 
been found.
